Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant explained that the "device" as claimed encompasses 
more than the positively recited continuous elongate member (and anchors) and is thus positioned at the in situ valve, 
as shown in Applicant's Figure 9. The examiner maintained that the term "single" appears in the claims (e.g., at claim 
26, line 3) and thus must be given weight. The examiner also argued that each individual cord (86) in the Melvin patent 
is unitary, monolithic, and continuous. The Applicant indicated that a Request for Reconsideration will be filed in 
response to the Office action of October 31 , 2007 .
